THE AUSTRIAN PROBLEM 


Austria, torn a p a rt by the p eace tre a ­ 
ties and left but a 
fragm ent 
territory , 
financially , and economically of the old 
Flap sburg dominions, has from the begin­ 
ning been one of the rotten p illars iii the 
structure of Europ ean p eace. 
Vienna, 
with a small territory around it, which 
once was the p rincip al financial center of 
the entire Balkan i'cgion and of Central 
Europ e, has been left with no m eans of 
sup p ort. 
It is clearly imp ossible for the 
p resent Austrian state to survive. 
It has 
no reason for its existence nor has it any 
means of existence. 
The former allies 
have sup p orted it since 19 18 
as 
they 
have dom inated it. 
With tlie advent of Hitler in G erm any 
the situation has 
become 
much 
more 
strained. 
Chanctdlor f)olfuss, the midget 
ruler of Austria, has called up on G reat 
Britain, France, and Italy to p rotect his 


c o u 111 i*y 
from 
G (‘ r m a n 
p r o p a ga n d a , 
sp read by radio, by the airp lane, and by 
oilier devices, in an attem p t 
to 
swing 
Austria into the G erm an orbit and to es­ 
tablish there a governm ent based up on 
exactly similar p rincip les to those up on 
which Hie Hitler dictatorship rests. 
It is the p urp ose of G erm any to create 
an economic unit and in the end to a b­ 
sorb Austria. 
France, in p articular, re­ 
garding such a consummation as the first 
serious breach in the order set up by the 
p eace treaties, is bitterly op p osed to any 
such G erm an federation- 
G reat Britain and France have been 
sup p orting Dolfuss, though with different 
motives and by no m eans with the same 
zeal. 
Italy has now come into the p ic­ 
ture in a disturbing way . 
Mussolini, it 
is believed in France, having had a con­ 
ference the other day with the A ustrian 
chancellor, is engaged in setting up a 
chain of Fascist states 
across 
Europ e, 
which would effectually cut F rance off 
from her Polish allies and the Little E n­ 
tente to the east. 
This federation would 
consist of Italy , Austria, 
H ungary 
and 
Germany , all under dictatorship s. 
The 
four-p ower 
p act 
negotiated 
by 
Italy does not in any way p rovide against 
such a contingenc\. 
Mussolini is striving 
to reach his aims by friendly negotiations. 
He would, of course, be in a p osition to 
dominate the federation, 
though 
G er­ 
many would be granted something a p ­ 
p roaching equal p ow er in the com bina­ 
tion. 
W hatever else hap p ens, it seems 
certain, regardless of the consequences, 
that sooner or later the G erm ans of Aus­ 
tria and the Germ ans of Prussia and the 
other G erm an p rovinces under 
H itler’s 
control will create a union and for a 
p olitical alliance if Austria is not absolu­ 
tely absorbed. 
The sore sp ots in Europ e are num erous 
and are very sore indeed at the p resent 
time.

clear? 
W ould those somber, glorious figures of 
the Hebrew^ p rop hets 
have 
held 
the 
w'orld’s thoughts for nearly 30 centuries 
so largely in their fingers if the high hills 
of Palestine had been forever overcast 
with clouds? 
It is hard to rep lace nature with art, 
but it m ay be p artly p ossible. 
Some com­ 
munities are interesting y oung and old 
alike in the useful, interesting and ro­ 
mantic science of astronomy by foster­ 
ing am ate ur astronomical societies. 
And 
the larger cities, w^hich alone have the 
financial 
resources, 
are 
p roviding tele­ 
scop es and p lanentarium s p icturing the 
entire wiiirling universe as the astrono­ 
mers know it. 
The best gifts of science to p ersonal 
culture come when the science is a w'ell 
loved hobby , not a 
gainful 
task.

would benefit from a universal taking up

wmrthy of taking a p lace in the p ublic 
life of the ^‘P earl of the Antilles.” 
The 
truth is coming out. 
F or y ears, the p eo­ 
p le of Cuba have m aintained 
a 
sullen 
silence- 
True, those in the favor of the 
government, who for tha t reason enjoy ed 
p rerogatives or w'ere emp loy ed to do the 
c hie fs bidding, kep t their mouths w'ell 
shut. 
But as the 
cleanup 
p rogresses, 
facts regarding brutality come out show'- 
ing tha t M achado 
was 
w'earing 
iron 
boots and did not hesitate to use them. 
The new' governm ent is p ublicly p ledg­ 
ed 
to a restoration 
of economic balance 
for Cuba with the rest 
of the w'orld 
and 
p articularly w'ith 
the 
United 
States. 
There are several seasoned men in Cuba 
cap able of leadership , to w'hom the « is­ 
land rep ublic will turn.

Mad dogs are encountered in all 
countries and during all seasons. In 
the United Sta tes hydrophobia, or 
rabies, is present in all sections, and 
in one year 111 people died as the 
result of the bite of rabid dogs. 
This may not seem a large num­ 
ber of deaths compared to the toll 
taken by other diseases, but when 
one 
considers 
the 
horror 
of 
the 
form 
of death 
that 
hydrophobia 
takes the indescribable suffering the 
patient goes through, and the fact 
that all such deaths are prevent­ 
able, the need of vigilance and in­ 
creased 
activity 
in 
preventive 
mea sures is seen. 
Once the disea se is established, 
recovery, so fa r as I know, is un­ 
heard of. Prevention, therefore, is 
the gosp el of 
the disease. 
In prevention the first thing to 
do is to be able to recognize the 
disea se in the dog. Two forms oc­ 
cur; 
the 
furious 
and 
the 
dumb 
rabies. 
In the "furious’ form the first 
sta ge is a change in the dog’s dis­ 
position. It will become slinking and 
dejected, startled at slight noises. 
A change in appetite occurs, and 
the animal 
will 
eat all 
sorts of 
truck such as stones, sticks, hair, 
leather, 
etc. 
This is followed 
by 
the sta ge of excitement. 
The dog 
becomes maniacal, runs away from 
home, 
running 
aimlesly 
over 
the 
countr;-, snapping and biting at p'^o- 
ple and dogs. If 
i t returns home it 
IS 
exhausted 
and 
covered 
w-jth 
wounds leccdved in fights ■with oih- 


er dogs. The third stage is that of 
paralysis. 
In 
"dumb” 
rabies 
the 
paralytic 
stage is reached early. 
The dog’s 
mouth 
is especially 
paralyzed; 
it 
slobbers and gags. It cannot drink 
or sw’allow', from which the name 
"hydrophobia” 
(hatred 
of 
water) 
comes. 
Particularly dangerous Is the pos­ 
sibility that the owmer of such a 
dog will think that the symptoms 
are due to a "bone stuck in the 
throat” . 
Attempts to dislodge this 
supposed bone result In abrasions 
of the skin of the hand and con­ 
sequent 
infection 
with 
the 
dog’s 
saliva. 
The saliva contains the infectious 
agent, the virus which 
has 
an 
especial affinity for the central ner­ 
vous system, producing convulsions 
and paralysis 
Prevention is accomplished by the 
use of anti-rabic vaccine invented 
by Pasteur. 
In the presence of definite symp­ 
toms of rabies in a dog, the anti- 
rabic treatment should be given at 
once to the person bitten. 
In case of suspicion of rabies in 
a dog. it is best to commence the 
anti-rabic trea tment of the patient 
and isolate the animal f©r observa­ 
tion for a period of 10 days. 
Rabies treatment should be given 
in all ca ses when the biting of a 
person. 
When a person has not been bit­ 
ten but the hands or face have been 
licked by a dog that subsequently 
develops rabies, it is necessa ry to 
ascertain 
(a) 
whether there were 
abrasions or scratches on the skin 
at the time, or (b) whether such 
injuries occurred afterwards but be­ 
fore 
the 
saliva 
was 
removed 
by 
washing. In the positive findings, it 
is advisable to administer the anti- 
rabic treatment.

President De Cespedes today issued 
a decree wiping out all vestiges of 
the 
ousted 
Machado regime, 
dis­ 
solving congress, and calling new 
elections for Feb ruary 24, 1934. 
The measure, signed w’ith the cab ­ 
inet’s 
approval 
and 
effective 
im­ 
mediately, declared unconstitution­ 
al the Machado administration and 
its acts since May 20, 1929, when 
Gerardo Machado w’as Inaugurated 
president for a second term. 
All International ob ligations are 
to 
b e 
ob served, 
however, 
even 
though contracted since that time. 
The action followed a widespread 
clamor for a thorough house-clean­ 
ing of the regime that fell two 
weeks ago. 
It w'as taken over the opposition 
of United States Amb assador Sum­ 
ner Welles who, in his capacity as 
mediator, has maintained that It is 
necessary to continue constitutional 
forms. 
Secretary of Justice Carlos Saladri­ 
gas pointed out that although the 
government maintained Machado ac­ 
quired 
pow'er 
through 
a 
virtual 
coup 
d’etat 
and 
hence 
unconsti­ 
tutionally, 
all 
foreign 
ob ligations 
contracted b y Machado and all leg­ 
islation passed in the last four years 
would 
b e 
considered 
as 
"things 
done” and therefore still in effect. 
The decree, which Dr. De Ces­ 
pedes signed after an extraordinary 
cab inet session at which a commis­ 
sion of Havana University profes­ 
sors made a numb er of proposals 
for reforms, contained eight points, 
as follew’s: 
1—There will b e a return to the 
constitution of 1901, adopted during 
the ‘‘military” rule of the United 
States, 
which 
included 
the 
Platt 
amendment giving the United States 
the right to Intervene in island af­ 
fairs if necessary, and which ad­ 
vanced several administrative, edu­ 
cational, and civic service reforms. 
The 
1928 
reforms 
are 
derogated. 
These modified the 1901 constitu­ 
tion b y extending the presidential 
term from four to six years. Mach­ 
ado was elected in 1925 for a four- 
year term and later ran again after 
the 1928 changes. 
2—The administration of Macli- 
adn was declared ended. 
3—Congress was dissolved. 
4—Three justice.s of the supreme 
court appointed after May 20, 1920, 
were removed. 
5—All other provincial and muni­ 
cipal officials under Machado were 
removed. 
6—General elections will b e con­ 
ducted 
F’eb ruary 24, 193 C to fill 
elective offices; tliose elected will 
take office May 20, 1934. 
7—A consultation commission is 
to he appointed to carry out terms 
of tlie decree. 
c8—All 
international 
ob ligations 
are to b e ob served, even though 
contracted since May 20, 1929. 
"T have given up, as you see, 
one year of the presidency,” said 
Di. De (,’espedes, referring to the 
fact,

Machado’s

haie run until 1935,

Break one habit rather than sev­ 
eral at a time. It is Imp ortant also 
to avoid p ersons or associations re­ 
minding you 
of old habits. Your 
habits are the building stones of 
your character and rep utation. It 1» 
wise, then to cultivate only such
